Sheriff Martin was in command, and

They were seen 
coming across the ridge, and Martin 
went out to meet them. The men drew 
up sullenly L_nd listened in silence until 
he had oncc more read the rioi act.

Perceiving this the sheriff stepped

TWENTY-TEHEE MEN MET DEATH, ! 


M an y O th ers L lo W o u u d cd in th o H o s­ 
p ita l, and S ovoral o f Tlxoso M ay D io 
F ro m Til oil* in ju r ie s-—1T roop s O rdered 
to th e S cen e, 
Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 13.—1Tho strike 
situation Y* -died a terrible crisis on 
the outsklrt. jf L attim er on F rid a y a f ­ 
ternoon» when a band of deputy sheriffs 
fired into an infuriated mob of m iners. 
The men fell like so m any sheen, IS 
being’* killed instantly, while five others 
have sincv died of their wounds. In a d ­ 
dition th e n are S3 wounded in the hos­ 
pital, and several of these m ay die. The 
dead and injured are all Poles, Slavs 
and Lithuanians. 


The strikers left H azleton a t ?:20 
o'clock 
Friday 
afternoon, 
a n n o u n c­ 
ing their intention to go to L attim er. 
As soon gs this becam e know n a band 
of deputies w as loaded on a trolley ca r 
and w ent w hirling across the m o u n ­ 
tain to th r scene where the bloody con­ 
flict followed. A fter reaching L attim er 
they left the ear and formed into three 
companies, under T hom as Hall, E. A. 
H ess and Samuel B. Price. They drevv 
up in line at the edge of the village, 
w ith a fence and a line of houses In 
their rear. 


Sheriff M artin w as in com m and, and 
stood in front of the line 
until 
the 
strikers approached. 
They wore seen 
coming across the ridge, and M artin 
w ent out to meet them. The men drew 
up sullenly and listened in silence until 
he had once more read the riot act. 
This finished, a low m uttering arose 
am ong the foreigners and there w as a 
slight m ovem ent forw ard. 


Perceiving this the sheriff stepped 
tow ard them and in a determ ined tone 
forbade the advance. One m an stru ck 
the sheriff’s revolver from his hand, and 
the ne^t m om ent there w as a com m and 
to fire,, 
Then the guns of the dejju- 
tles. insfantly bclched forth a terrible 
volley. 
The report seemed to shake 
the very m ountains, and a ro ar of d is­ 
m ay w ent up from the people. 
The 
strikers were taken entirely by s u r ­ 
prise, and as the m en toppled and fell 
over each other those who rem ained 
u n h u rt stam peded. The m en w en t down 
before the storm of bullets like te n ­ 
pins and the groans of the dying and 
of the wounded filled the air. 


The excitem ent 
th a t 
followed w as 
sim ply 
indescribable. 
The 
deputies 
seemed to be te rro r stricken a t the 
deadly execution of their guns, and see­ 
ing the living strik ers fleeing lilce wild 
and the others dropping to the earth, 
they w ent to the aid of the u n fo rtu n ates 
whom they had brought down. 


The people of L a ttim e r rushed pell 
meli to the scene, but the shrieks of the 
wounded drowned the 
cries -of 
the 
sym pathizing and half crazed in h ab i­ 
tants. 


A 
reporter 
who 
soon 
afterw ard s 
reached the scene found the road lead­ 
ing to L a ttim e r filled w ith groups of 
frightened 
H u n g arian s. 
Some 
s u r ­ 
rounded dying companions, and others, 
fearful of pursuit, clung to the new ­ 
comer and begged his protection. 


AJ'>ng the bank of the trolley road 
men lay in every position, some dead, 
others dying. 
Three bodies, face dow n­ 
w ard, lay along the incline, and three 
others were b u t a short distance away. 
On the other side of the road a 3 m any 
more bodies lay. 


The schooihouso 
w as 
transform ed 
into a tem p o rary hospital, and some of * 
the wounded were taken there. The 
colliery am bulance w as sum m oned to 
the place as soon as possible, and im ­ 
m ediately upon its arrival two men, 
both shot th ro u g h the legs, were load­ 
ed into the wagon. 
All along the hill­ 
side wounded men were found—on the 
green, on the roadside and in the fields. 


Citizens' m eetings were held in v a r ­ 
ious parts of the city last night. Opin­ 
ion was divided about the responsibil­ 
ity for the shooting. 
A t one meeting, 
held Jn V an W inkle's Casino, attended 
by bankers, coal operators and prom i­ 
nent business men, resolutions were 
adopted calling on Governor H astings 
to send the m ilitia here immediately. 
At other m ass meetings, attended by 
thousands of people, the sentim ent w as 
against bringing the troops here, and 
it is assert« d by these th a t thure w as 
no necessity for having the deputies 
here. 
W hen, a t a late hour, it w as 
announced 
th a t 
the 
governor 
had 
ordered out the Third brigade, there 
were m any conilicting opinions as to 
the wisdom of the move. 


In the office of the Lehigh T raction 
com pany is a 
brown 
cu taw ay coat, 
which one o t the men, now dead, wore 
on F riday last, There are three bullet 
holes in it, one through the front, one 
through an arm and the third through 
the tails. In an inside pocket w as found 
a cheap revolver. 
This had n o t been 
used in the riot, because the cham bers

All the saloons in th' city were closed 
from 10 to 4 o’clock by order of the m a y ­ 
or a t the request of General Gohjn.

Now and tht-n a case occurs which 
shows th a t the ugly feeling is still ram ­ 
p a n t in some breasts. Sunday night a 
p rivate of Com pany D, E ig h th regiment, 
w as attack ed by strikers while he was 
on guard.

Negligent Cultivation and Weeds. 


Negligent cultivation returns to the 


defaulting farmer a high per cent, of 
the product of Ms land in the shape of 
worthless weeds. 
With the present 


improved farm machinery, there is a 
great improvement in the cultivation 
of farms; and yet. in the face of this, 
there is much very imperfectly done, 
much of which could be, with a will 
and an effort, even \rith only ordinary 
machinery, much better done. Take 
a corn-field, for instance, that has 
been poorly plowed and harrowed, 
then planted, and as is often the case 
wet weather or neglect gives opportun- 
ity for weeds and grass to get a vigor- 
ous start, it then becomes a great task 
to rid the field of them; and should 
wet weather folIoAv, the -work would 
hardly justify the labor bestowed. 
There are few farmers who, having 
thus finished a hard job at plowing 
and hoeing would be at all willing to 
turn about and go over all again, but 
this must be done in such cases to rid 
the field of the grass and weeds. 


The proper and better way, then, is 


to begin cultivation as soon after 
planting as practicable, doing more 
work with the cultivator and less with 
the hoe. However, work that needs 
be done with the hoe, were better not 
done immediately after the cultivator, 
and likewise, it is better not hastily 
repeat the work of the cultivator, give 
time for the uprooted weeds either to 
die or to take root-hold again. Then, 
after two or three days of sun, if the 
cultivator be run again the 
effect 


against the weeds will be more effica- 
cious. Let this method be followed, 
which is much easier than hoeing, and 
soon every green thing between the 
rows will be 'destroyed. 
Then go 


through and with hand and hoe rid 
the hill of all weeds left in them, cast- 
ing them between the rows, where, if 
they take root-hold, they will be torn 
up by the cultivator when it follows. 
Such hoeing may be done any time 
when not too wet for stirring the soil; 
for, of course, hoeing when the soil is 
wet or fresh stirred, weeds are apt to 
take a new start, so let a few days of

The shortage this year iu the European 


crop of rye, the cereal largely used 
abroad for bread and at home for whis- 
key, is estimated at 300,000,000 bushels, 
and there is already a considerable de- 
mand for American rye for export. For- 
tunately for American farmers, this 
year's rye crop is considerably in advance 
of what it has been, and the crop will 
exceed, it is computed, 80,000,000 bushels, 
thereby breaking the record, which was 
29,960,000 bushels in 1882. 


The Pennsylvania railroad company 


has issued an order directing railroad 
policemen to break up the practice of 
•stealing rides on trains. 
The order is 


not aimed at tramps particularly, but at 
men and boys living along the line of the 
road, who presume on their respectabili 
ty and acquaintance with trainmen for 
exemption from the general rule against 
railroad trespassing. Arrest and impris- 
onment will follow every violation of 
this order. It is issued because of the 
frequency of accidents to train jumpers. 


Wild horses have become so much of a 


nuisance in Northern Arizona that At- 
torney-General Fracier has been asked 
if they may not be legally slaughtered. 
That vicinity has been overrun by sever- 
al large bands, hundreds in number, un- 
branded and unclaimed by any one. They 
have rapidly increased in number and 
have become wilder than deer and vic- 
ious as well. The matter has been re- 
ferred to the Live Stock Board.

Besides, 
a flock of hena that are chased by a 
dog or frightened by throwing clubs at 
them will not lay so well as those kind- 
ly treated. If poultry keepers would 
remember that tame hens are the most 
profitable ones, there would not be so 
many flocks in the country that make 
a bee-line for the nearest hiding place 
when a dog or man comes in sight. 


One plan is to let hens have free ac- * 


cess to the garden at all times at this 
time of the year, though they will not 
be allowed there when peas and to- 
matoes begin to bear.

Scratching H ens. 


It is the nature of a hen to scratch, 
and when a breed is bred to a size • 
where tho hens will not scratch, they 
begin to quit laying eggs. 


Every healthy and productive hen 
scratches, and he who expects to keep 
hens and prevent them from scratch­ 
ing must devise some means to get 
them to scratch where no damage will 
be done. 
I t is much easier to do this 
than it is to keep a dog to drive the 
hens out of the garden and away from 
the flower beds, or the wasted energy 
of throwing clubs at them. 
Besides, 
a flock of hens that are chased by a 
dog or frightened by throwing clubs at 
them will not lay so well as those kind­ 
ly treated. 
If i^oultry keepers would 
remember that tame hens are the most 
profitable ones, there would not be so 
many flocks in the country that make 
a bee-line for the nearest hiding place 
when a dog or man comes in sight. 


One plan is to let hens have free ac- ® 
cess to the garden at all times at this 
time of the year, though they will not 
be allowed there when peas and to­ 
matoes begin to bear. 
They do not 
scratch in the garden because we keep 
some small grain scattered in the grass 
around the run, and they do their 
scratching there. 
When they are let 
out of the house in tho morning they 
are fed, and as soon as they hav3 fin­ 
ished their breakfast they take a tour 
of the garden and dooryard, and stray 
eut-worms, 
cabbage butterflies and 
other insect enemies of the garden are 
picked up. 
Then they take a walk 
around the open fields adjacent, and 
finally come back to scratch some of 
the small grain out of the grass, 
Idle 
hens are not worth keeping, and when 
they scratch in the garden and flower 
beds they are a nuisance, and if they 
are given 
something they like to 
scratch for, where they can get it 
easily, they are not going to dig up 
the garden for what they may possibly 
find, 
Hens do not scratch for amuse­ 
ment, and will scratch where they find 
food with the least work,—The Silver 
Knight.

ON A QUAKING RAILWAY. 


AT FULL SPEED WITH THE TRACK 


CURLING UNDER THE TRAIN. 


WHERE AMBER COMES FROM. 


TUe Supply Nearly E«haunt«Hl anil the 


1'rlce Llkelv to Kite. 


An Engineer's Experience on the Night of 


the Charleston Earthquake—Running 
at Fifty Miles »t» Hour to Sidetrack 
His Train When the Shock* Itegaii. 
There are few locomotive engineers 


•live to-day who have had » more 
thrilling adventure in a cab than the 
man who pulled a trainload of passen- 
gers out of Charleston, S. C., on the 
night of the memorable earthquake, 
nearly eleven years ago. Tbe throttle 
was wide open and the train was dash- 
ing down a long, steep grade at the 
rate of fifty miles an hour. 
The en- 


gineer had to reach a small station a 
short distance ahead and sidetrack to 
allow an excursion train for Charles- 
ton to pass. 
The local was behind 


time and the engineer knew that 500 
lives depended on his getting safely 
into the siding before the headlight of 
the other train hove in sight. Sud- 
denly the earth shook, but the rum- 
bling noise accompanying the shock 
was drowned in the roar of the speed- 
ing train. 
Without the least notice 


the track under the train began to 
quiver and move, while the locomo- 
tive trembled like a deer at bay. The 
engineer thought that the engine had 
r jumped the track and was running 


along over the crossties. 
The train 


rolled on for half a mile before being 
ditched. 
Engineer Charles H. Burn 


was the only person injured, and he 
would have escaped unhurt had he 
jumped. 
He remained at his post, 


however, as if glued to the seat. 
His 


mind was so intent upon reaching the 
Bide track that he could give little 
thought to the earthquake. 
Mr. Burn 


recently gave a New York Sun corres- 
pondent his story. 


"It was 9:25 on the night of August 


31, 1886," he said, "when I mounted 
the train in the railroad yards here 
and got orders to pull out to Summer- 
ville, thirty miles 
distant. 
The 


weather was hot, with not a breath of 
ah'stirring. My train started on time, 
but soon afterward we were delayed a 
few minutes. My orders read to side- 
track at Ten Mile for a down passen- 
ger excursion train to pass. When I 
got to a point a mile and a half from 
the station I found that I had only 
two minutes to make the run and have 
the switch clear for the other train. 
The chances were, too, that it would 
be on time, and I realized that I had a 
race against death. The track ahead 
of me, however, was clear. Every 
nerve in me was strained, for I knew 
what would be the consequences if I 
ran in half a minute late. I was in 
this condition and flying over the 
final stretch, with the throttle wide 
open, when the first tremor of the 
earth was felt. My first impression 
was that the engine had jumped the 
rail and was shooting over the cross- 
ties. I looked back once and saw that 
the coaches were following all right, but 
the next instant I knew it was an 


f earthquake. 
The track under me was 


jerked to one side and then to the 
other. I looked ahead and the bright 
glistening on the top of the shiny rait 
could not be seen. A second glance 
showed that the rails were moved out 
of their original -position and were in 
the exact shape of a horseshoe. The 
engine would twitch and squirm, but 
it held to the rail, and the movement 
of the whole train was very much like 
that of a snake crawling over the sand. 


"When I saw how the rails had con- 


tracted I tried to stop the train. I ap- 
plied the brakes, and immediately the 
engine jumped the track. It was like 
a whirlwind to me. The cab on the 
engine was broken off, and the top of 
the cab was thrown thirty feet, bottom 
upward. Arnold, the colored fireman, 
went with it and had a close shave,but 
escaped unhurt. 


"It is almost Impossible for me to 


describe my feelings while on that 
rocking engine, speeding over rough 
track at the rate of fifty miles an hour. 
The speed was not slackened by the 
winding of the track, but the engine 
was flying to the right one second and 
to the left the next, and getting over 
the ground so swiftly that it took all 
my strength to keep myself in by hold- 
ing on to the lever. 
The engine 


seemed to groan. 


"When we were ditched I -was 


thrown into the soft mud and pinned 
down by part of the engine. Another 
shock came about this time, and it 
buried the engine lower in the loo^e 
sand. This made it harder for me. but 
fortunately I was not burned nor 
scalded. The third shock came, and 
down went the engine ajraiu in the 
sand. I could not move n limb, and 
the heat from the furnace near me 
fairly mn<ie my skin fall away. A lot 
of frightened colored people came rn?h- 
ing by the train, running they knew 
not where, aad I beggetl them to set 
me out.

News comes that the greatest deposit 


of amber in the world is on the point 
of exhaustion, so that this substance, 
so largely used in connection with 
pipes, is likely to rise greatly in price 
before long. The deposit in question 
is on the Samland peninsula, which 
juts out into the Baltic Sea. In that 
locality, many thousands of years ago, 
there were great forests of huge cone- 
bearing trees, long since extinct as a 
species. 
From their bark exuded 


quantities of gum, which formed ac- 
cumulations about the roots of the 
trees. Though the trees themselves 
disappeared the gum was preserved in 
fossil shape. 
How extraordinary was 


the amount of it yielded by the trees, 
to be kept over through the ages, may 
be judged from the fact that the mines 
of the Samland Peninsula have yielded 
during many years past an annual 
harvest of about four hundred thou- 
sand pounds. The diggings are below 
the sea level, and the amber is found 
iu small and large lumps, the biggest 
ever 
discovered weighing thirteen 


pounds. Along the shores of the Bat- 
;ic nodules of the gum are so thickly 
scattered that many vessels are en- 
gaged in dredging for them by means 
of chains of buckets dragged along the 
bottom. Much amber is also obtained 
t>y divers. 


When the gum was fresh and soft it 


was very sticky, like that of modern 
trees of the pine family. Insects were 
caught in it, and thus it comes about 
that bugs of numerous species are 
found inclosed in the lumps of amber. 
In the same way fragments of twigs, 
leaves, buds, flowers and even pollen 
grains of plants are embraced in the 
substances of the fossil gum. There 
has been found a piece of amber that 
contains a catkin of an oak tree as dis- 
tinct and perfect as when it grew. 
Likewise the hairs of animals and the 
feathers of birds were caught in the 
sticky rosin now and then, and a wood- 
pecker and a squirrel have been ident- 
ified as contributors. 


Pieces of amber which contain in- 


sects or fragments of plants bring 
fancy prices for mouthpieces of pipes. 
But the finest specimens do not reach 
the United States; they go to the East, 
where rich Arabs, Turks and Persians 
are willing to pay extraordinary prices 
for them. The ruby-colored amber is 
precious, and the green also is partic- 
ularly valuable. The bluish and per- 
fect yellow are highly appreciated by 
amateurs. In the fourteenth century 
amber was maie into knives and forks 
with one prong, which were used by 
princes and church dignitaries, the 
gum fetching more than its weight iu 
gold. At present it is worth from §2 
to $50 a pound, though exceptionally 
large and beautiful pieces bring almost 
any price. The mouthpieces for pipes 
are made with a turning wheel and a 
very sharp chisel. The dust and scraps 
are'melted and supply the "amberine" 
of commerce. 
Just as the catlinite which furnished 


the finest Indian pipes was obtainable 
only from a single locality, so the 
meerschaum which is recognized as 
incomparably the choicest of materials 
for modern pipes is got from one 
place and is found no where else.—Bos- 
ton Transcript.

AT FULL SPEED WITH THE TRACK 
CURLING UNDER THE TRAIN. 


An 'Engineer*?! E xperience on th e NIjfht of 
th© C harleston E a rth q u a k e —R u n n in g 
n t Fifty M iles a n H o u r to S idetrack 
HI» T ra in 'W hen th e Shocks Jicgan» 


There are few locomotive engineers 
alive to-day 'who have had a more 
thrilling adventure in a cab than the 
man who pulled a trainload of passen­ 
gers out of Charleston, S. 0., on the 
night of the memorable earthquake, 
nearly eleven years ago. 
The throttle 
was wide open and the train was dash­ 
ing down a long, steep grade at tho 
rate of fifty miles an hour. 
The en­ 
gineer had to reach a small station a 
short distance ahead and sidetrack to 
allow an excursion train for Charles­ 
ton to pass. 
The local was behind 
time and the engineer knew that 500 
lives depended on his getting safely 
into the siding before the headlight of 
the other train hove in sight. 
Sud­ 
denly the earth shook, but the rum­ 
bling noise accompanying the shock 
was drowned in the roar of the speed­ 
ing train, 
Without the least notice 
the track under the train began to 
quiver and move, while the locomo­ 
tive trembled like a deer at bay. 
The 
engineer thought that the engine had 
jumped the track and was running 
along over the crossties. 
The train 
rolled on for half a mile before being 
ditched, 
Engineer Charles H. Burn 
was the only person injured, and he 
would have escaped unhurt had he 
jumped. 
He remained at his post, 
however, as if glued to the seat. 
His 
mind was so intent upon reaching the 
side track that he could give little 
thought to the earthquake. 
Mr. Burn 
recently gave a New York Sun corres­ 
pondent his story. 


“ It was 9:25 on the night of August 
31, 1886,” he said, “ when I mounted 
the train in the railroad yards here 
and got orders to pull out to Summer­ 
ville, 
thirty 
miles 
distant. 
The 
weather was hot, with not a breath of 
air stirring. 
My train started on time, 
but soon afterward we were delayed a 
few minutes. 
My orders read to side­ 
track at Ten Mile for a down passen­ 
ger excursion train to pass. 
When I 
got to a point a mile and a half from 
the station I found that I had only 
two minutes to make the run and have 
the switch clear for the other train. 
The chances were, too, that it would 
be on time, and I realized that I had a 
race against death. 
The track ahead 
of me, however, was clear. 
Every 
nerve in me was strained, for I knew 
what would be the consequences if I 
ran in half a minute late. 
I was in 
this condition and flying over the 
final stretch, with the throttle wide 
open, when the first tremor of the 
earth was felt. 
My first impression 
was that the engine had jumped the 
rail and was shooting over the cross­ 
ties. 
I looked back once and saw that 
the coaches were following all right, but 
the next instant I knew it was an 
earthquake. 
The track under me was 
jerked to one side and then to the 
other. 
I looked ahead and the bright 
glistening on the top of the shiny rail* 
could not be seen. 
A second glance 
showed that the rails were moved out 
of their original position and were in 
the exact shape of a horseshoe. 
The 
engine would twitch and squirm, but 
it held to the rail, and the movement 
of the whole train was very much like 
that of a snake crawling over the sand. 


“ When I saw how the rails had con­ 
tracted I tried to stop the train. 
I ap­ 
plied the brakes, and immediately the 
engine jumped the track. 
It was like 
a whirlwind to me. 
The cab on the 
engine was broken off, and the top of 
the cab was thrown thirty feet, bottom 
upward. 
Arnold, the colored fireman, 
went with it and had a close shave, but 
escajjed unhurt. 


“ It is almost Impossible for me to 
describe my feelings while on that 
rocking engine, speeding over rough 
track at the rate of fifty miles an hour. 
The speed was not slackened by the 
winding of the track, but the engine 
was flying to the right one second and 
to the left the next, and getting over 
the ground so swiftly that it took all 
my strength to keep myself in by hold­ 
ing on to the lever, 
The engine 
seemed to groan. 


“ When we were ditched 
I was 
thrown into the soft mud and pinned 
down by part of the engine. 
Another 
shock came about this time, and it 
buried the engine lower in the loose 
sand. 
This made it harder for me, but 
fortunately I was not burned 
»or 
scalded. 
The third shock came, and 
down went the engine again in the 
sand. 
I could not move a limb, and 
the heat from the furnace near me 
fairly made my skin fall away, 
A lot 
of frightened colored people came rush­ 
ing by the train, running they knew 
uot where, and I begged them to get 
me out. 


“ ( ’TainH no use, white m an/ cried 
one old fellow; •your time done up 
now, and we is all gwine down toged- 
der. 
Goodby.*

WHERE AMBER COMES FROM. 


T he Supply Kearl.v Kxhauntetl a n d tho 
l*rico L ikely to ltlse. 


News comes that the greatest deposit 
of amber in the world is on the point 
of exhaustion, so that this substance, 
so largely used in connection with 
pipes, is likely to rise greatly in price 
before long. 
The deposit in question 
is on the Samland peninsula, which 
juts out into the Baltic Sea. 
In that 
locality, many thousands of years ago, 
there were great forests of huge cone- 
bearing trees, long since extinct as a 
species. 
From their bark 
exuded 
quantities of gum, which formed ac­ 
cumulations about the roots of the 
trees. 
Though the trees themselves 
disappeared the gum was preserved in 
fossil shape. 
How extraordinary was 
the amount of it yielded by the trees, 
to be kept over through tho ages, may 
be judged from the fact that the mines 
of the Samland Peninsula have yielded 
during many years past an annual 
harvest of about four hundred thou­ 
s a n d pounds. 
The diggings are below 
the sea level, and the amber is found 
in small and large lumps, the biggest 
ever 
discovered^ weighing thirteen 
pounds. 
Along the shores of the Bal­ 
tic nodules of the gum are so thickly 
scattered that many vessels are en­ 
gaged in dredging for them by means 
of chains of buckets dragged along the 
bottom. 
Much amber is also obtained 
by divers. 


When the gum was fresh and soft it 
was very sticky, like that of modern 
trees of the pine family. 
Insects were 
caught in it, and thus it comes about 
that bugs of numerous species are 
found inclosed in the lumps of amber. 
In the same way fragments of twigs, 
leaves, buds, flowers aud even pollen 
grains of plants are embraced in the 
substances of the fossil gum. 
There 
has been found a piece of amber that 
contains a catkin of an oak tree as dis­ 
tinct and perfect as when it grew. 
Likewise the hairs of animals and the 
feathers of birds were caught in the 
sticky rosin now and then, and a wood­ 
pecker and a squirrel have been ident­ 
ified as contributors. 


Pieces of amber which contain in­ 
sects or fragments of plants bring 
fancy prices for mouthpieces of pipes. 
But the finest specimens do not reach 
the United States; they go to the East, 
where rich Arabs, Turks and Persians 
are willing to pay extraordinary prices 
for them, 
The ruby-colored amber is 
precious, and the green also is partic­ 
ularly valuable. 
The bluish and per­ 
fect yellow are highly appreciated by 
amateurs. 
In the fourteenth century 
amber was made into knives and forks 
with one prong, which were used by 
princes and church dignitaries, the 
gum fetching more than its weight in 
gold. 
At present it is worth from $2 
to §50 a pound, though exceptionally 
large and beautiful pieces bring almost 
any j)rice. 
The mouthpieces for pipes 
are made with a turning wheel and a 
very sharp chisel. The dust and scraps 
are melted and supply the “amberine” 
of commerce. 


Just as the catlinite which furnished 
the finest Indian pipes was obtainable 
only from a single locality, so the 
meerschaum which is recognized as 
incomparably the choicest of materials 
for modern pipes is got from one 
place and is found nowhere else.—Bos­ 
ton Transcript. 


Importing* Nuisance». 


Australia is overrun with rabbits, 
the descendants of half a dozen im­ 
ported from England some years ago. 
They have become so numerous that 
the agricultural interests of the coun­ 
try are seriously threatened. 
Devices 
of all sorts have been employed in the 
effort to get rid of them, but thus far 
without avail. 
Disease germs have 
been scattered among them, but this is 
dangerous, as the rabbits die,¿and do­ 
mestic animals may devour them. 
It 
is a matter of common remark that the 
English sparrow has become a nui­ 
sance. 
Brought here originally to de­ 
stroy caterpillars, it is more annoying 
and destructive than the insects it was 
supposed to prey upon. 
Tho danger 
of importing creatures of this sort is 
nowhere more aptly shown than in the 
efforts now being made in Massachus­ 
etts to exterminate the gypsy moth, 
This insect was brought to this coun­ 
try by an entomologist. 
By some ac­ 
cident a number of them escaped, and 
within the past four years half a mill­ 
ion dollars have been expended in try­ 
ing to get rid of them. 
It is thought 
that some millions may be required 
before the gypsy moth is entirely de­ 
stroyed, if this can be done at all, 
which very many persons are strongly 
inclined to doubt. 
Some years ago a 
hyacinth, brought from some foreign 
1 country, took root in Florida and 
spread to several of the rivers, which 
have become so choked by the growth 
of it that navigation is difficult, and 
considerable sums of money are re­ 
quired to kee|) the channel open. 
All 
of which furnishes an excellent reason 
for the greatest care iu bringing for­ 
eign plants and animals into new lo­ 
calities.—The Ledger.

A S trange Voyage. 


After a career unparalleled in the 
history of maritime affairs, the derelict 
schooner Wyer G. Sargent, abandoned 
at sea on March 31, 1891, in lattitude 
34.42, longitude 74.40, while bound 
for Philadelphia with a cargo of lum­ 
ber—her crew being rescued by the 
schooner H. E. Thompson—after bat­ 
tling with the storms of the Atlantic 
for nearly six years, has drifted ashore 
on the uninhabited island of Concep­ 
tion, one of the most dangerous of the 
Bahamas, and there will end her days. 
She is shattered and covered with 
barnacles. 
Her cargo of lumber long 
ago has been emptied into the sea 
through her capsizing, but her stout 
hull is still held together as firmly as 
the day on which she was launched at 
Sedgwick, Me., in 1881, 


This most remarkable career just 
ended for years past attracted the at­ 
tention of shipping men all over the 
world, as her erratic courses about the 
Atlantic were for months moat accur­ 
ately jjlotted on the pilot charts issued 
by the hydrographic department at 
Washington, 
Her drift was indeed 
more singular than that of the famous 
old schooner W. L. White, which al­ 
though abandoned injthe same locality, 
drifted a&hore ten months afterward at 
the Hebrides islands, oil* the northeast 
coast of Scotland,

The cost to each, of doing this, would 
' be next to nothing. 
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A committee appointed by the last 
New York legislature to look into the 
Subject of good roads has made a val­ 
uable report, filling 
1x7 
pages 
of 
printed matter. 
The average cost of 
taking produce 
to market in New 
Y >rk at present is £1 56 per ton of 
each six miles, the average haul, or 
26 cents per mile. 
The estimate per 
ton per mile on a good macadam road 
is 7 cents, and if all the roads ot the 
state were of this description the an 
nual saving in the haul, without re­ 
gard to wear and tear, would be about 
$16.900,000. 
As matters stand, the 
•farmers pay annual road assessment of 
$3,000,000. 
It is the opinion of the 
committee that the state should at 
once begin the work of toad improve­ 
ment, by agreeing to pay one-third of 
the cost, the counties to pay the other 
two thirds. 
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It is stated' upon good authority 
that forecolsure proceedings instituted 
. last year by the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road Company to dispose of the Fred­ 
erick division having reached a culmi-

nating point and that counsel in this 
'city are already engaged in preparing 
^advertising matter for the sale of the

Ono, In W h ic h T h ir ty W o re K illed , 
C aused by ‘Notrlootod D u ty . 


New Castle, Coin., Sept. 11.—The w orst 
w reck hi the I ^ t o r y of the state of Col­ 
orado occurred early yesterday m orning 
on the tracks of the D enver and Rio 
G rande and the Colorado Midland rail­ 
w ays, one and a half miles west of 
here. 
A fter 12 hours* incessant work 
by the wrecking: crews In clearing aw ay 
the debris and recovering- the dead 
bodies of those who perished it is im ­ 
possible to more th an estim ate the loss 
of life, and not even those known to be 
dead have b*en identified. The nam es 
of m any of the u n fo rtu n ates will never 
be known, and it is possible that the 
num ber killed will alw ays be In doubt. 
F rom the best Inform ation obtainable 
now fully 30 persons are believed to 
have perished, while 185 were injured.

T»ljmy OtluTsTjloWoiiurtctl In tlio Hos- 
pital, and aovoral of TUoso May DIo 
ITvom Tiioir iujurios—Troops Ordorea 
to the Scoijo. 
Hasiletcn. Pa., Si^pt. 13.—Tho strike 
situation r* -.^hed a terrible crisis on 
the outskirt. jf Lattlmer on Friday af- 
tc-nioon» when a band of deputy sheriffs 
fired into an infuriated mob of miners. 
Tho men fvil like so many sheep, IS 
being kilJed instantly, while five others 
have sinci- diod of their wounds. In ad- 
dition then are SS wounded in the hos- 
pital, and S'.veral of these may die. Th- 
dead and injured are all Polos, Slavs 
and Lithuuiiians. 


The strlUers left Hazleton at 
o'clock 
Friday 
afternoon, 
announc- 
ing their intention to go to Lattlmer. 
An soon as this became known a band 
of deputies was loaded on a trolley car 
and went whirling across the moun- 
tain to the scene where the bloody con- 
IHct followed. After reaching Lattlmer 
they left the oar and formed into three 
companies, under Thomas Hall, E. A. 
Hess and Samuel B. Price. They drew 
up in line at the edge of the village, 
with a fence and a line of houses In 
their rear. 


Sheriff Martin was In command, and 
stood in front of the line 
until the 
strikers approached. 
They woro seen 
coming across the ridge, and Martin 
went out to meet them. The men drew 
up sullenly and listened in silence until 
he had oncL more read the riot act. 
This ftnished, a low muttering aro:?e 
among the foreigners and there was a 
slight movoment forward. 


Perceiving this the sheriff 
stepped 
toward them and in a determined tone 
forbade the advance. One man struck 
the sheriff's revolver from his hand, and 
tho ne?:t moment there was a command 
to fire^ Then the guns of the depu- 
ties. lr;sfa;itly belched forth a terriljlc 
volley. 
The report seemed to shake 
the very mountains, and a roar of dis- 
may went up from the people. The 
strikers were taken entirely by sur- 
prise, and as the men toppled and fell 
over each other those who remained 
unhurt stampeded. The men went down 
before the storm of bullets like ten- 
pins and the groans of the dying and 
of the wounded lilled the air. 


The excitement 
that 
followed was 
simply 
Indescribable. 
The deputies 
seemed to be terror stricken at the 
deadly execution of their guns, and see- 
ing tbe living strikers fleeing like wild 
and the others dropping to the earth, 
they went to the aid of the unfortunates 
whom they had brought dov/n. 


The ptuplo of Lattlmer rushed poll 
mell to the scene, but the shrieks of the 
wounded 
dro;yned the cries -of the 
sympathizing and half crazed inhabi- 
tants. 


A 
reporter who soon 
afterwards 
reached the scone found the road lead- 
ing to Lattimer filled with groups of 
friiiht-nod 
Hungarians. 
Some sur- 
rounded dying companions, and others, 
fearful of pursuit, clung to the new- 
comer and bugged hia protection. 


Al'jng the bank of the trolley road 
men lay in every position, some dead, 
others dying. Three bodies, face down- 
ward, Jay along the incline, and three 
others were but a short distance av/ay. 
On the other side of the road aa many 
more bodies lay. 


The sehoolhouso waa transformed 
Into a temporary hospital, and some of • 
the wounded were taken there. The 
colliery ambulance was summoned to 
the place as soon as possible, and im- 
mediately upon its arrival two men, 
both shot through the legs, were load- 
ed into the wogon. All along the hill- 
Elde wounded men were found—on the 
green, on the roadside and in tho fieldp. 


Citizens' meetings were held in var- 
ious parts of the city last night. Opin- 
ion was divided about the responsibil- 
ity for tho shooting. 
At one meeting, 
held in Van Wlokle's Casino, attended 
by bankers, coal opf^rators and promi- 
nent business men, resolutions 
were 
adopted CcJlhnc on Governor Hastings 
to send the militia here immediately. 
At other mass meetings, attended by 
thousands of people, tlie sentiment was 
a g a i n s t bringing the troops here, and 
it Is asBertcd by these that there was 
no necessity for having tho deputies 
here. 
When, at a late hour, it was 
announced 
that the governor had 
ordered out the Third brigade, there 
were many conilictlng opinions as to 
the wisdom of the move. 


In the oiilce of the Lehigh Traction 
company is a brown 
cutaway 
coat, 
which one ot the men, now dead^ wore 
on Friday last, There are three bullet 
holes in it, one through the front, one 
through an arm and the third through 
the tfulrf In an inside pocket was found 
a cheap revolver. This had not been 
used In the riot, because the chambers 
contained 
neither 
em^^ty nor 
loaded 
ehells, and it could not have been fin-d 
before the man was shqt, because he 
would havij had no time to unload It. 
This is the 
weapon cttntiithfid iu.

When news of this v/as carried tn Gen- 
eral Gobin he was very indignant, and 
sent an orderly ut to ascrtain tho 
facts. He aaid the ^^greement had un- 
doubtedly been broken, but hi is not 
ready Just yet to plac< the blamt. 


AH the- saloons in th' city were closed 
from 10 to 4 o'clock by order of tho may- 
or at the request of General Go'njn. Tho 
public schools took a recess while the 
funerals were being held. 


Now and tht n a case occurs which 
shows that tho ugly feeling is Ptill ram- 
pant in some breasts. Sunday r.ight a i 
private of Company D» Eighth rpgimont. 
was attacked by strikors while he was 
on guard. Ho was robbed of $13 and his ' 
revolver and then rolled in the Sulphur 
creek. His assailants escaped. 


At Lattlmer several engineers were 
ordered down into the mines to operate 
the pumps and fans. Strikers standing ' 
about made an effort to prevent them 
going into tho mines, and a letail of 
the Thirteenth regiment, whiob is sta- 
tioned at Lattlmer, was called nut to 
protect the workmen.

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 15.—Despite a 
variety of alarming 
rumors and a 
morning movemoRt by a body of min- 
ers, which lookeff formidable, yester- 
day passed olf without serious disturb- 
ance In the strike region. Matters still 
wear such an imcertain aspect, how- 
evei% that General Gobin declares that 
the removal of the troops, or of any 
portion of them, has not been contem- 
plated. 
The strike itself is spreading 
with great rapidity. 
Kxaot estimates 
of the number of men wht- have quit 
work are hard to obtain, but conserva- 
tive figures place it at close to 10.000, 
with imllCR-tions that within a short 
time every colliery of importance in the 
region will be Idle. Although some dis- 
position has been 
shown by small 
bodies of strikers in the outlying dis- 
tricts to make 
demonstrations, they 
have been of a rather feebl'- character, 
and the great majority of men ai^e do- 
cile.

will not do more rooting than is best 
for the soil to clear it of insect ene- 
mies to all croi>s, either in the orchard 
or in the pasture field.

^i^gHjrent Cultivation and "Weeds. 


Negligent cultivation returns to the 
defaulting farmer a high per cent, of 
the product of his land in the shape of 
worthless weeds. 
With the jjresent 
improved farm machinery, there is a 
great imi^rovement in the cultivation 
of farms; and yet, in the face of this, 
there is much vei'y imperfectly done, 
much of which could be, with a will 
and an ellbrt, even with only ordinary 
machinery, much better done. 
Take 
a corn-iicld, for instance, 
that has 
been poorly ploAved and harrowed, 
then planted, and as is often the case 
wet weather or neglect gives opportun- 
ity for weeds and grass to get a vigor- 
ous start, it then becomes a great task 
to rid the iield of them; and should 
wet weather follow, the work would 
hardly justify the 
labor bestowed. 
There are few farmers who, having 
thus finished a hard job at plowing 
and hoeing would be at all willing to 
turn about and go over all again, but 
this must be done in such cases to rid 
the field of the grass and weeds. 


The proper and better Avay, then, is 
to begin cultivation as soon after 
planting as practicable, doing more 
Avork with the cultivator and less with 
the hoe. 
However, work that needs 
be done with the hoe, were better not 
done immediately after the cultivator, 
and likewise, it is better not hastily 
repeat the work of the cultivator, give 
time for the uprooted weeds either to 
die or to take root-hold again. 
Then, 
after two or three days of sun, if the 
cultivator bo run again the effect 
against the weeds will be more effica- 
cious. 
Let this method bo followed, 
which is much easier than hoeing, and 
soon every green thing between the 
roAvs will be destroyed. 
Then go 
through and with hand and hoe rid 
the hill of all weeds left in them, cast- 
ing them between the roAVS, where, if 
they take root-hold, they will be torn 
up by the cultivator when it follows, 
Such hoeing may be done any time 
when not too wet for stiiTing the soil; 
tor, of conrse, hoeing when the soil is 
wet or fresh stirred, weeds are apt to 
take a new start, so let a few days of 
sunshine intervene if practicable. 
If 
the hand hoe be used at all in the 
field, it should be to kill weeds rather 
than to cultivate the soil. 
The horse- 
hoe and cultivator can do this better 
and in much less time. 


But if farmers would break and cul- 
tivate their fields better before plant- 
ing, and then begin cultivating so soon 
as the plants are up, but few weeds 
would get a start, and these so small 
that the cultivator would quite effectu- 
ally cover up. 


A good horse-hoe, one than can be 
adjusted to suit wide or narrow rows, 
and to turn the soil to or from the 
hill, may be safely run as soon as the 
plants .are up, or even before; and it 


all surprised if a person who persist- 
ently ate 
nothing 
but sweetmeats 
should get the dyspepsia from the ill- 
balanced ration he was feeding upon. 


Even some farmers, who can talk in- 
telligently about their farm crops and 
their fertilization, are just as badly at 
sea when it comes to the garden. 


It took a long time for the market 
gftideners about the gi*eat cities to 
learn that soils need rotation of man- 
ures as well as rotation of crops. 
The 
late Peter Henderson tells of tho way 
in which he and other gardeners looked 
askance at the use of commercial fer- 
tilizers in the grooving of 
garden 
crops, and assumed that the closely- 
cropped gardens near the city could be 
run only with stable manure, and that 
the man who attempted to get along 
without stable manure was ignorant of 
the first principle of the gardeners' 
art. 


We remember, too, how Jlr. Hend- 
erson in his ofi-hand way ridiculed the 
idea that special formulas would be 
better adapted for certain crops, and 
insisted that a fairly complete manure 
Avas as good for one crop as another. 
He was disposed to denounce as em- 
l^iricism the practice getting into vogue 
of ofi*ering diflerent kinds of fertilizer 
mixtures for different crops. 


But Mr. 
Henderson 
lived 
long 
enough to oxitgrow his notions in re- 
gard to the advisability of the use of 
artificial fertilizers in the market gar- 
den, and was one of the first practical 
gardeners Avho advocated their use, 
but it took him a long time to outgrow 
the idea that we must look at the food 
requirements of 
tho various crops 
themselves in making fertilizer mix- 
tures for them,—W. P. Massey, of the 
North Carolina Experiment Station.

over Avhich Ave have no control, and if 
we wait until the grass or clover is 
just right, before beginning, the last 
cutting may bo a little more than a 
mass of Avoody liber.

some that in cutting before maturity, 
Ave endanger the stand, as they hava 
noticed that Avhere grass

ripened before being out, the stand 
Avas more enduring.

It is the nature of a hen to scratchy 
and when a breed is bred to a size 
where the hens Avill not scratch, they 
begin to quit laying eggs. 


Every healthy and j^roductive hen 
scratches, and he Avho expects to keep 
hens and prevent them from scratch- 
ing must devise some means to get 
them to scratch where no damage will 
be done. 
It is much easier to do this 
than it is to keep a dog to drive the 
hens out of the garden and aAvay from 
the floAver beds, or the Avasted energy 
of throAving clui)S at them. 
Besides, 
a flock of heng that are chased by a 
dog or frightened by throAving clubs at 
them Avill not lay so Avell as those kind- 
ly treated. 
If jjoultry keepers would 
remember that tame hens are the most 
profitable ones, there would not be so 
many flocks in the country that make 
a bee-line for the nearest hiding place 
when a dog or man comes in sight. 


One plan is to let hens have free ac- ^ 
cess to the garden at all times at this 
time of the year, though they Avill not 
be alloAved there Avhen peas and to- 
matoes begin to bear.

An "Etifflîiopr'ïi Exporlonc© on the NIrUî of 
the CharloBton Kartliquako—Knnnlng 
nt Fifty Mllod an Hour to Sliletraok 
His Train "When tho Shocks JJogan. 


There avo few locomotive engineers 
alive to-day Avbo have had a more 
thrilling adventure in a cab than the 
man who pulled a trainload of passen- 
gers out of Charleston, S. 0., on the 
night of the memorable earthquake, 
nearly eleven years ago. 
The throttle 
•was wide open and the train was dash- 
ing down a long, steep gi'ade at tho 
rate of fifty miles an hour. 
The en- 
gineer had to reach a small station a 
short distance ahead and sidetrack to 
allow an excursion train for Charles- 
ton to pass. 
The local was behind 
time and the engineer knew that 500 
lives depended on his getting safely 
into the siding before the headlight of 
the other train hove in sight. 
Sud- 
denly the earth shook, but the rum- 
bling noise accompanying the shock 
was drowned in the roar of the speed- 
ing train. 
Without tho least notice 
the track under the train began to 
quiver and move, while the locomo- 
tive trembled like a deer at bay. 
The 
engineer thought that the engine had 
jumped the track and was running 
along over the crossties. 
The train 
rolled on for half a mile before being 
ditched. 
Engineer Charles H. Burn 
was the only person injured, and he 
would have escaped unhurt had he 
jumped. 
He remained at his post, 
however, as if glued to the seat. 
His 
mind was so intent upon reaching the 
side track that he could give little 
thought to the earthquake. 
Mr. Burn 
recently gave a New York Sun corres- 
pondent his stor}'. 


'*It was 9:25 on the night of August 
31, 1886," he said, ''when I mounted 
the train in the 
and got orders to pull out to Summer- 
ville, 
thirty 
miles 
distant. 
The 
weather was hot, with not a breath of 
air stirring. 
My train started on time, 
but soon afterward we were delayed a 
few minutes. 
My orders read to side- 
track at Ten Mile for a down passen- 
ger excursion train to pass. 
When I 
got to a point a mile and a half from 
the station I found that I had only 
two minutes to make the run and have 
the switch clear for the other train, 
The chances were, too, that it would 
be on time, and I realized that I had a 
race against death. 
The track ahead 
of 
me, however, was clear. 
Every 
nerve in me was strained, for I knew 
what would be the consequences if I 
ran in half a minute late. 
I was in 
this condition and flying over the 
final stretch, with the throttle wide 
open, when the first tremor of the 
earth was felt. 
My first impression 
was that the engine had jumped the 
rail and was shooting over the cross- 
ties. 
I looked back once and saw that 
the coaches were following all right, but 
the next instant I knew it was au 
• earthquake. 
The track under me was 
jerked to one side and then to the 
other. 
I looked ahead and the bright 
glistening on the top of the shiny rail 
could not be seen. 
A second glance 
showed that the rails were moved out 
of their original position and were in 
the exact shape of a horseshoe. 
The 
engine would twitch and squirm, but 
it held to the rail, and the movement 
of the whole train was very much like 
that of a snake crawling over the sand, 


"When I saw how the rails had con- 
tracted I tried to stop the train, 
I ap- 
plied the brakes, and immediately the 
engine jumped the track. 
It was like 
a whirlwind to me. 
The cab on the 
engine was broken off, and the top of 
the cab was thrown thirty feet, bottom 
upward. 
Arnold, the colored fireman, 
went with it and had a close shave,but 
escaped unhurt, 


"It is almost impossible for mc to 
describe my feelings while on that 
rocking engine, speeding over rough 
track at the rate of fifty miles an hour. 
The speed was not slackened by the 
winding of the track, but the engine 
was flying to the right one second and 
to the left the next, and getting over 
the ground so swiftly that it took all 
my strength to keep myself in by hold- 
ing on to the lever.

fieemed to groan. 


"When we were ditched 
I 
was 
thrown into the soft mud and pinned 
down by part of the engine. 
Another 
shook came about this time, and it 
buried the engine lower in the loose 
sand. 
This made it harder for me, but 
fortunately I was not burned 
nor 
scalded. 
The third shook came, and 
down went the engine ajrain in the

News comes that the greatest deposit 
of amber in the world is on the point 
of exhaustion, so that this substance, 
so largely used in connection 
with 
pipes, is likely to rise greatly in price 
before long. 
The deposit in question 
is on the Samland peninsula, which 
juts out into the Baltic Sea. 
In that 
locality, many thousands of years ago, 
there were great forests of huge cone- 
bearing trees, long since extinct as a 
species. 
From their bark 
exuded 


quantities 
of gum, which formed ac- 
cumulations about the roots of the 
trees. 
Though the trees 
themselves 
disappeared the gum was preserved in 
fossil shape. 
How extraordinary was 
the amount of it yielded by the trees, 
to be kept over through the ages, may 
be judged from the fact that the mines 
of the Samland Peninsula have yielded 
during many years past an annual 
harvest of about four hundred thou- 
s a n d pounds. 
The diggings are below 
the sea level, and the amber is found 
in small and large lumps, the biggest 
ever 
discovered 
weighing 
thirteen 
pounds. 
Along the shores of the Bal- 
tic nodules of the gum are so thickly 
scattered that many vessels are 
en- 
gaged in dredging for them by means 
of chains of buckets dragged along the 
bottom. 
Much amber is also obtained 


by divers. 


When the gum was fresh and soft it 
was very sticky, like that of modern 
trees of the pine family. 
Insects were 
caught in it, and thus it comes about 
that bugs of numerous species are 
found inclosed in the lumps of amber. 
In the same way fragments of twigs, 
leaves, buds, flowers and even pollen 
grains of plants are embraced in the 
substances of the fossil gum. 
There 
has been found a piece of amber that 
contains a catkin of an oak tree as dis- 
tinct and perfect as M-hen it grew.
